Noted Biologist Will Speak 
On "Possibilities Of Life" 

Dr. Julian Huxley, F.R.S.» will deliver the first of this year's Beatty Memorial Lectures tonight 
at the 'Sir. Arthur Currie Gymnasium. 

Tho -lectura tonight will be on the subject "Possibilités of Life." The topics on Novomber I and 
5 will.be "Possibilities of- Mind" and "Possibilities of Man." Tho entire series is on the general theme of 
"Science. and Possibility." 

; Dr. Huxley is one of the leading biologists of our time and has done a groat deal through his 

jwrittings. and (lecturing to advance; popular knowledge of modern biological science. Many of works deal 
with the philosophy of. science and the relation between modern science and. ethics. 

Perhaps the work for which Dr. 
Huxley is best known is as Director- 
General ofi UNESCO from 1840 to 
1048. He said at a press conference, 
Monday that he thought UNESCO 
had worked out as he and the other 
founders had. visualized- Uj At the 
time there were two .possible- 
approaches to, the problem of, 
building up international coopera- 
tion -in the'scientific, educational- 
and cultural fields. These were lo 
concentrate on a few striking pro- 
jects or, to take on some work in 
each aspect of the problem. A|- 
-though the" results of the first 
method might v have been more 
spectacular, Dr. Huxley feejs that 
the more generalized. approach was 
the proper one Now that UNESCO 
is ten years old there is more room 
for big striking projects. 

The , titles of ■ the lectures, are, to 
be interpreted as, covering thc.pos- 
ibllilies and limitations of life, 
mind; and nutji. Here. pr. Huxley 
pointed, out that, almost, eypry, 
evolutionary trend in the biological- 
field- comes to an endi eventually. 
He said that In the cultural field 
this situation, does not exist, since 
."cross/ertiiization" of cultures is 
a possibility. 

The lectures have proven a 
popular attraction for the first 
time this year. Theregistrar'soff jce 
has distributed; oyer 3,0.00 tickets 
while the capacity of the gym, is.

Los) wo bo misunderstood, we should like it known that the 
McGill Daily it in absolute accord With the actions of the united front 
of this province's universities ir\ their proposed scheme in the Educa- 
tional grant question. The necessity and even the advisability of 
concerted action on the part of both French and English university 
students is here proclaimed. 

But we respectfully submit to.all and sundry. that McGill University 
is in an especially crucial financial condition. And while we agree that 
provincial grants are required and should be accepted with open arms 
by this university, we feel thatthe acceptance should be on the basis 
of "no strings attached." 

We mean that even though we accept the' grants from Premier 
Duplossis .this should by no moans prevent- us from entertaining every 
offer of federal education aid. We lay this, despite the ridiculous 
allegations of our Premier that these grants constitute an unwarranted 
intrusion of the federal government, info a field of provincial jurisdic- 
tion.
